SITUATION 

(Slide 1) Case vehicle (A) was traveling in the outside eastbound lane of a straight section of a 
dry concrete, eight-lane divided highway, (slide 2) with a posted speed limit of 105 kph (65 
mph). Vehicle (B) was traveling in the same eastbound lane, towing a trailer, and was stopped in 
traffic with its emergency lights flashing. The driver of case vehicle (A) did not realize that 
vehicle (B) was stopped until a collision was impending. The driver of case vehicle (A) 
reportedly attempted to avoid a collision by braking, but the front end of case vehicle (A) struck 
the trailer being towed by vehicle (B). Case vehicle (A) underrode the trailer, resulting in an 
inverted step pattern of direct damage to case vehicle (A). 

GENERAL VEHICLE DAMAGE AND ESTIMATED CRASH SEVERITIES 

(Slides 3, 4, 5, 6, 7, 8) Damage to case vehicle (A) was severe. The direct-damage length was 
145 cm and involved the entire front end. The maximum crush at the bumper level was 38 cm 
and occurred at the right- front bumper corner. The maximum crush at the hood level was 94 cm. 
The bumper was rotated upward. The right wheelbase was reduced 1 1 cm, and the left 
wheelbase was extended 7 cm. 

Using the WinSMASH accident-reconstruction program and averaged c-values for the bumper- 
level and hood-level crush for case vehicle (A), the following impact severity was calculated:

DESCRIPTION OF DAMAGE TO CASE VEHICLE (A) 
Exterior 

(Slides 9, 10, 11, 12, 13) The front bumper, both headlight assemblies, the radiator, the grille, the 
hood, and both fenders were damaged by direct contact. The right roof siderail was slightly 
buckled. The hood was crushed, (slide 14) the hood latch was damaged and released, and both 
hood hinges were damaged, but did not separate. The windshield was damaged as the hood was 
crushed rearward. (Slides 15, 16) The rear edge of the hood was elevated and contacted the 
windshield, resulting in an 18-cm hole in the lower right corner of the windshield. (Slides 17, 
18) The cab contacted the cargo box. Both front doors were displaced slightly rearward and the 
hinges were sprung. Both of the right-side windows were shattered. 

Interior 

(Slides 19, 20, 21, 22) This vehicle was equipped with both steering-wheel and passenger frontal- 
impact airbags, which deployed during the frontal impact. (Slides 23, 24, 24, 25, 26, 27, 28) No 
damage was noted to the airbag module doors/flaps. (Slide 29, 30, 31) The steering-wheel rim 
was not deformed, but the steering wheel was cut from the vehicle during extrication of the 
driver. (Slides 32, 33, 34, 35, 36, 37, 38) The windshield was cracked and holed from contact by 
the hood, and there was blood and skin on the right side of the broken windshield glass. The 
right side of the windshield was contacted by the right-front passenger, and both right-side 
windows were shattered. There were several blood stains on the top, top front, and right sides of 
the passenger frontal-impact airbag. (Slide 39) The rearview mirror was broken off of its mount. 
There were scuff marks on the transmission selector lever from occupant contact. The hand hold 
on the A-pillar, the mid and lower instrument panels, and the glovebox were damaged and 
scuffed by occupant contact. The instruments, climate control vents, and parking brake release 
were damaged. (Slides 40, 41, 42) The following intrusions were noted and measured:

OCCUPANT INJURIES AND KINEMATICS 

The 5-ft, 6-in, 200-lb, 63-year-old female driver (slides 43, 44) was not wearing the available 
three-point belt, and the steering-wheel airbag deployed. (Slides 45, 46, 47) On impact, she 
moved forward into the airbag, but (slides 48, 49) it does not appear that she contacted the 
windshield header. She sustained police-reported "A", or incapacitating, injuries, but injury 
details from hospital records are not available. 

The 6-ft, 0-in 176-lb 74-year-old male, right-front passenger (slides 50, 51) was not wearing the 
available three-point belt and the passenger frontal-impact airbag deployed. On impact, (slide 
52, 53) he moved forward into and over the airbag, and into the windshield, but it (slide 54) does 
not appear that he contacted the windshield header or sun visor. He sustained a laceration that 
partially split the nose, and a displaced fractured, nose (slide 55) from contact with the 
windshield, as evidenced by skin and hair deposits. He also sustained a contusion to the right 
eye, and a comminuted fracture to the right superomedial maxillary sinus/orbital floor with a 
displaced fracture of the superior lateral maxillary wall, probably from facial contact with the 
windshield while it was loaded by the crushed hood. He sustained a comminuted fracture to the 
distal right radius, (slide 56) probably from the airbag flinging his arm into the right upper- A- 
pillar-mounted hand hold, as evidenced by a scuff mark and hair deposits. He also sustained 
comminuted fractures of the right tibial plateau and the left patella, (slides 57, 58) from foot and 
knee contact with the knee bolster and glove box area, respectively as evidenced by a scuff mark 
on the knee bolster. 

The following tables and attached drawings (slides 59, 60) summarize the injuries sustained by 
the driver and right-front passenger.
